Jackets are unconstructed, 
some cardigan-like shown with thin 
leather belts, others shorter with one- 
button closures For evening, a 
double-breasted jacket is in brown 
chenille shot with Lurex, and velvet 
is out in full force in suiting pieces 
and dresses.
